USE MORE BEANS, 
(Experimental F Farm Notes.) 


The ripe bean’ is a form of 
very much neglected jn 
Canada. Lack of variety is one 
of the serious faulis in our diét. 
Many people seem _ inclined 
to use a very limited number of 
foods and as far ‘as possible, to 
make each.day.’s meals resem- 
ble those of the day before ; 
while, in other cases, the dull 
routine of a fixed seven-day 
cycle previals. It is well-known 
that a varied dict is 


more 
wholesome than a restricted 
one, and especially in these 


(imes when good food is scarce 
and high in price, it is really 
leplorable to note the neglect 
of ‘some of the best Canadian- 
grown food materials, such as 
beans, peas, /lindian-corn and 
barley, while an imported pro- 
duct, rice remains quite pop- 
ular in spite of its inferior qual- 
ity as food and the commercial 
sbjection that Canadian money 
must be sent to some foreign 
sountry to pay for it.

proteins have a high food value 
and the bean could, in many in- 
stances, be advantageously sub- 
stituted for part of the meat 
ration. Considerable economy 


as beans are very chesp indeéd 
in comparison with most! 
animal products. It must be 
noted, however, that beans ecan- 
not be eaten freely by every- 
lone. There are a few individ- 
uals for whom they seem quite 
unsuitable; but the vast major 
ity of people would have better 
cheaper and more enjovable 
meals if beans were used more 
often. Matters of diet are so 
often settled by edstoms of the 
country rather than by, intell- 
igent thought that it is very 
hard to bring about changes, | 
however desirable. Yet there 
seems no good reason why the; 
regular use of beans should be 
‘imited almost to Massachu- 
setts and a few other favoured 
‘oealities. In these days when 
owing to the high cost of liv- 
ng, many individuals are in- 
clined to break away from som 
of the older and more expen- 
sive customs, the introduction 
of the bean as a regular article 
of diet offrs an opportunity for 
the display of a little original 
ity and the exercise of judici 
Jus economy at the same time.

Major Bell, of Bell Farm and Rebellion fame, was one of 
the most striking and to the writer, one of the most winning and 


arresting figures among the many which have adorned the early . 


history of the west, dr who, to be more accurate, have helped 
to make that history. As managing director of the great farm, 
comprising thousands of acres: at Indian Head, in the early 


eighties, Major Bell achieved much more than local fame. ‘The, 


Qu’ Appelle Land and Colonisation Company, owned in all about 
sixty square miles in extent, the cultivated portion of which was 
popularly known after the name of the manager and not after 
the company. Nothing could exceed the enterp and courage 
which Major Bell threw into this tremendous experiment, for a 
tremendous experiment it was to invest such a large amount of 
éapital in a new country, the possibilities ‘in which wheat 
growing on a gigantic scale had yet to be proven. After a 
struggle against frost, drought, low prices and crushing freight 
rates, which would have disheartened a less courageous man 
long before the Major gave up, the enterprise as a large scale 
undertaking had to be abandoned and the huge farm was sold 
in convenient lots as individual farms. 


During the rebellion of 1885 Major Bell's energy and 
knowledge were well utilised by his occupying a leading position 
in the transport service of General Middleton's army. 


The writer may be pardoned for telling a story to illustrate 
Major Bell’s coolness, courage and resource in a difficult posi- 
tion. It has never been told in print and certainly deserves to 
go on record. The writer got it from the Major's own lips, 
when none but the Major and himself were present, and he can 
tell it almost in Major Bell's own words. He said something 
like this; 

“‘In the winter after the rebellion I and Colonel (now Gen- 
eral) Ottery were in Chicago. We stayed at an hotel on Clark 
street. | must tell you that when this thing happened I was 


‘wearing a fur coat, had a three hundred dollar watch in my 


pocket, and about nine hundred dollars in money. So I would 
have been a pretty good haul. One evening I went to the hotel 
office and asked if Colonel Ottery had come in yet. The clerk 
said he had not. A very gentlemanly looking man was stand- 
ing at the office counter, and he said very politely, ‘Excuse me 
but are you Major Bell?” I said I was, and the stranger said, 
“Colonel Ottery is over at my place. It is close here and I shall 
be very pleased if you will go over with me, and we ‘will join 
him.” Having nothing better to do I consented without the 
least suspicion. We went to a big brick block, with stores below 
which were shut as it was past closing time. We went in at the 
side door and upstairs. The place was very quiet, and | remem- 
ber thinking to myself that it was a long way up. However, at 
last he opened a door; and at one glance I knew I was in a trap. 
Two men were seated at a table playing cards, but Colonel 
Ottery wasn’t there, and never had been. . “Where's the Col- 
onel?"’ said my friend. The men said he had gone out and said 
he'd come back later. By this time I was beginning to think 
pretty quick. How was-I to get out of there, for I could see | 
had been inveigled up there to be plundered. My introducer, 
who really seemed a refined and very gentlemanly chap, sug- 
gested | should wait. The other two ‘invited us to take a hand 
at the game. I wouldn’t—said I didn’t play cards. Then my 
friend sat in to the game and very soon said to me, “Here, Major, 
this seems to be a pretty good thing; Iv’e won thirty dollars; 
better take a hand,” but I still declined. All the while I was 
thinking hard how I was to get out of there. I remembered 
seeing in that day's paper an account ,of a man who had been 
enticed by confidence men, and when he came to himself, having 
been drugged, he was lying naked in an unoccupied house on 
the outskirts of the city. This didn't make me feel any better, 
but of course | acted as unconcerned as | possibly could. It 
was no use making a bolt for the three would be after me like 
wolves, and for. any sound, we were the only people in the build- 
ing.

White, Q.C., Moosomin; W. W, Macdonald, Fleming; Richard- 
son, Grenfell; Hawkes, Whitewood; W. R. Bell, Indian Head; 
and two or three others. The fight narrowed down eventually 
to a struggle between the east and western parts of the riding. 


Macdonald, of Fleming, beat Major Bell in the final ballot and 


was elected by acclamation. 


After the disposal of the Bell farm the Major left the Ter- 
ritories, and was absent for some years. He spent a consider- 
able time in Ireland. Eventually he obtained a valuable interest 
in the timber of some sub-tropical island. Major Bell also made 
an unsuccessful attempt in 1883, to enter the North West Coun- 
cil. He contested Qu'Appelle, and was defeated by Thomas 
Wesley Jackson, a barrister of Fort Qu’Appelle. Th Major will 
always be an outstanding figure in the early history of the North 


West Territories.

of the North West Territories. His career had been varied. At 
one time he was a miner in the mountains, and was considered 
the strongest man in camp, a thing easily to be credited as one 
looked at his powerful frame. He was a man of education and 
refinement, an exquisite dancer, @nd at a ball he would appear 
in the old-fashioned knee breeches (not knickerbockers) and 
stockings which gave him the appearance of having stepped 
out of some old picture. In the early eighties he was in business 
at Chicago. His health was poor; he was not considered a 
very good life and the doctors ordered him to the north west. 
Upon that-he sold out his not inconsiderable interest in Chicago, 
and came with Mrs. Limoges and two daughters to Whitewood, 
in eastern Assiniboia. Here he built, what for those days was a 
large and substantial brick store, and later on he erected a fine 
residence on a picturesqu€ site just within the town limits. He 
also bought land within easy reach of the city and went into 
horse raising, principally heavy draft. At first he used the best 
general purpose mares he could get, and soon introduced one 
of the best Clydesdale stallions ever seen in the country, namely 
the horse Bravery, who made his mark on the equine stock of 
the district at a time when really first class stallions were by no 
means numerous. He was passionately fond of horses, and they 
were not only his business, but his recreation. Nothing gave him 
greater pleasure than to be out on his ranch, and in summer he 
would frequently be out there by dawn, and put in several hours 
befoxe beginning his day's work in the store. When the French 
nobles and gentry formed such a picturesque feature in the White- 
wood country, he was naturally the man to whom they. turned 
for advice and information, and among these may be recalled 
Comte Henri de Soras, Comte de Beaulincourt, Count de Langle, 
Comte de Rouffinac, Comte de Joumillhac (subsequently Mar- 
quis de Richelieu), M. Beaudrap, M. Janet, M. de Quercize, M. 
de Wollf and others. The story of this little colony, comprising 
some- of the best blood of monarchist France both from an in- 
dustrial and social point of view, could be told by no man bet- 
ter and with more authority ‘than Mr. Ben. Limoges. He was 
always known as a staunch Liberal in politics and was a great 
admirer of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, but his politcial. activities, speak- 
ing generally, were not very marked. He took a keen interest 
in the prosperity of Whitewood, and was more than once Mayor 
of the burg. A good son of the Church he was not bigoted, 
and as a remarkable instance of the toleration existing it may 
be stated that an overwhelmingly Protestant community at its 
first election of school trustees returned two Catholics, of whom 
Mr. Limoges was one, and an Englishman, who belonged to no 
church whatever. The religious views of the candidates do not 
appear to have even been considered at all. _

for Mr. Limoges’ health, and for several years he has resided in 
California, making, however, periodical vists to Whitewood in 
the summer, where his old friends, all acerbities of the past having 
disappeared, are always glad to welcome back the picturesque

TO BE SHORT 


EXPERTS ESTIMATE ONE 
HUNDRED AND SEVENTY 
MILLION. BUSHLES LESS 
THAN LAST YEAR. 


A Washington despatch says: 
Despite an improvement of 
19,000,000 bushels in the winter 
crop during May, and an indicat- 
ed spring crop 68,000,000 bush- 
els greater than that of last year, 
the total wheat production for 
1920 was estimated recently by 
the department of agriculture at 
only 781,000,000 | bushels or 
160,000,000 bushels less than th 
total for 1919. .

Robert J. + Stead, pag 
known author, who is at 
publicity agent for the Federal de- 
partment of Immigration and Col 
onization, made a notable speech 
at the Jand settlement . congress 
which was held ‘at Saskatoon a 
few days ago. He-.said in’part: 

That immigration should not be 
approached from the point of 
view of paying debts. “If the 
emigrant enters this country, he 
naturally assumes his share of the 
national debt, but at the same 
time he also sheds his responsilil- 
ity to the country which he 
leaves.” 

Mr. Stead explained that he 
did not come to the congress com- 
missioned by the minister in: Ot- 
tawa'as regards anything that he 
might say, but that he was going 
to express his own opinions and 
did not think any the less of them 
because they were his own. 

Production Only Means 

“Population will not pay the 
national _ debt,"’ he declared. 
“Greater production is the only 
means. It is an unfortunate fact 
that under the present high rate 
of living there i8 too great a lax- 
ity to look back and examine the 
cause for such,a rate. Weare 
living in an age of invention which 
has entered into our whole struc- 
ture and fabric to a wonderful\ex- 
tent. “7 

Mr. Stead then pointed out that 
by means of the waterways, rail- 
roads and agricultural machinery 
one man has been enabled to do 
the work of a_ thousand since 
1860, and that as a result of this 
great advancement, population 
began to centralize in the cities. 

Markets for the large amount 
of goods then prodticed tprre 
needed. Advertising came into 
being and the element of personal 
salesmanship was introduced. Ad- 
vertisements have 
psychological effect under-lying ‘ 
them that is not considered.

Aside 
from one rifle factory, Canada 
was practically without plants for 
the manufacture of military sup- 
plies, and the total value of muni- 
tions shipped from the Dominion 
during the first five months of the 
war was only $28,000. By that 
time Canadians realized the -tre- 
mendous seriousness of the gtrug- 
gle in which they were ae Se 
Dreamers, who could see nothing 
more than a six months’ war, 
were disillusioned, and every lathe 
that could turn a shell was hur- 
riedly adapted to munition work. 
In 1915 Canada exported $57,- 
000,000 Worth of munitions and 
materials for war purposes. In 
1916, $296,000,000 worth; in 
1917 $388,000,000 worth, and 
in 1918—ceasing in November— 
$260,000,000 worth. These con- 
tributions: demanded the seyéices 
of some 300,000 men and™“wo- 
men, so that, including those en- 
listed, those engaged in munition 
work, Canada furnished to the 
direct prosecution of the war near- 
ly one-ninth of her population.

What agriculture has been to 
the hfe of Canada, to its mat- 
erial well-being and prosperity 
so the country church has been 
to the moral life of our citizens. 
The very best blood that has 
flowed through the arteries of 
our national life has come from 
the country. The rural atmos- 
vhere and country environment 
have had much to do with de- 
veloping the highest type of 
Christian character. In past 
days the people of the cour 
ty were far removed from the 
organized haunts of sin and 
vic@, amd were closely allied to 
the heart of ‘God in nature. 
This rural life, aided hy the 
rural church has reared mighty 
‘men, who have meant much for 
the social and spiritual redemp- 
| tion of the people. Our Elijahs, 
jjour Lloyd George and John the 
Baptists came from the coun- 
try. It is estimated that fully 
||60 per cent. of the ministery in 
all denominations have issped 
from the country church, and 
one church alone .in Western 
Ontario has given twenty-six of 
its young men to the Christian 
ministry. 

The past decade, however, 
Thas produced many problems 
for the country church, and the 
war has greatly increased these 
problems ,until we are hearing 
the perilous cry of the passing 
of many places of prayer and 
worship. Churches which were 
once centres of Christian in- 
fluence are now closed, and 
many others have but a very 
anaemic existence. The prayer 
mectings that years ago were a 
vital part of the country’s re- 
ligious life, are now a memory 
or places where only ‘‘two or 
three are met together in His 
name.’’

What are some of the causes 
of decadence of the country 
church?
